ing in New Delhi since the post- 
independence communal riots of 
1947. Eight persons were killed 
and 41 injured.

GAINESVILLE, Fla. (AP) - 


Steve Spurrier was on the prac- 
tice field Tuesday doing cal- 
isthenics with his Florida team- 
mates less than two hours after 
he learned he won the Heisman 
Trophy as the outstanding col-

"There's not much chance to 


celebrate," Spurrier told news- 
men at a hastily arranged press 
conference. 


"We've got Miami to think 


about, and you can't let up be- 
fore a game like that," he said. 


Spurrier was as poised before 


the cameras and floodlights and 
endless questions as he has been 
on the Saturdays he has led the 
Gators from behind to nearly 
unbelieveable victories. 


"It was certainly a thrill," he 


admitted.

said. "Florida didn't play on 
television this season and we 
were not seen over the coun- 
try." 


He got 433 of the 869 first- 


place votes from the nation's 
sports writers and a total of 1,- 
679 points. Second-place Bob 
Griese of Purdue had 184 firsts 
and 816 points.

three children, aged 5, 7 and 9. 


The Wrights were the target 


of .hostility 
and 
harassment 


when they first moved into the 
Grosse Pointe area in July. 
Teen- agers drove up and down 
the street, shouting "Nigger, get 
out!" and other epithets. 


Since then, another N e g r o 


family has moved in, and both 
families 
apparently have now 


been accepted by the communi- 
ty. 


Wright's job is being eliminat- 


ed imder the Johnson adminis- 
tration's economy order affect- 
ing federal agencies. He is re- 
gional director of the Economic 
Development Administration of- 
fice in Detroit, with supervision 
over five Midwest states.

This is the route of tourists 


and visiting journalists in a 
triangle between Peking, Shang- 
hai and Wuhan. We have taken 
the trip before, courtesy of film 
by foreign camera teams. 


CBS News sent a West Ger- 


man crew on the "No. 1 tour" 
recently. The result was the 
usual portrait of busy, smiling 
people marching and singing in 
spotless streets, happily pickln 
peect vegetables in rich green 
fields, eating well and living in 
adequate, if slightly beat up 
quarters, and lots of cute, fat 
children. 


To make the program some- 


thing more than another trave- 
logue, three writers who were 
rec'ent visitors to China were 
asked to look at the film foot- 
age, comment and explain. 


The result was a gentle and 


often sympathetic interpretation 
of a nation fighting its way 
through problems of overpopu- 
lation, food and machine short- 
ages and social revolution. 


China-born physician • writer 


Han Suyin emphasized frequent- 
ly the presence of so many chil- 
dren, and compared it with the 
old days. Now with maternity 
hospitals in the communes, Dr. 
Han noted that "it isn't that 
there are more babies, but it's 
just that fewer babies die." 


The most interesting observa- 


tions were the small ones; the 
excellent food served in train 
dining cars; the "complete and 
total absence of sin" in modern 
Shanghai which once had 80,000 
prostitutes, 
10,000 bars and 


night clubs and terrible pover- 
ty; the complete and mysterious 
disappearance of flies in the 
whole country; the existence of 
domestic servants in a classless 
society which is short of house- 
paint. 


Occasionally, but not strongly 


enough, one commentator or 
another indicated his awareness 
that the cameramen did not 
have freedom to shoot whatever 
they wanted. Writer 
Guillain advanced the 
that perhaps one reason foreign 
journalists were not permitted 
to visit provinces off the guided 
tour route was not to conceal 
failures, but to conceal "places 
where 
their 
most 
advanced 


progress 
and 
remarkable 


achievements are located." 


There was some calm discus- 


sion of Chinese fears of outside 
influences and aggression, of 
the adoration of Mao Tse-tung. 
But the whole program was at- 
tuned to Kalb's expressed hope 
for a time when "both nations, 
the U.S. and China, will have 
adopted a more flexible and In- 
telligent attitude towards each 
other," From that standpoint, 
"Inside Red China" was an unu- 
sual, even controversial televi- 
sion documentary.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas 
Legislative Council, 


reviewing 
the Education De- 


partment's budget for the next 
biennium, gave no indication 
Tuesday of wanting to eliminate 
a proposed average salary in- 
crease of $500 annually for 
teachers. 


The budget, prepared by the 


state Board of Education, seeks 
$94,316,717 in 1967-68 and$104,- 
859,497 in 1968-69. It compares 
with the $80,507,150 appropriat- 
ed for 1965-66. 


Much of the discussion on the 


budget centered on the teacher 
salary increase, a proposal to 
provide free textbooks-£w-fc<gh 
school students and on whether 
to give teachers the $2.7 mil- 
lion surplus in public school 
funds from the last fiscal year. 


The council considered the 


budget without a recommenda- 
tion on it from Gov. Orval Fau- 
bus. Tne teacher saiary increase 
Is the major item because it has 
been in the news throughout the 
gubernatorial campaign. It was 
strongly endorsed by the Board 
of Education and the Arkansas 
Education Association. Gover- 
nor-elect Wlnthrop Rockefeller 
and Democrat Jim Johnson, the 
unsuccessful gubernatorial can- 
didate, also said they favored 
the $500 salary increase for 
teachers. 


The teachers would get an ad- 


ditional pay raise of about $125 
if the legislature decides to give 
the $2.7 million surplus to the 
state's 18,000 teachers. 


Education Commissioner A. 


W. Ford told the council that 
he thought it was time the state 
provided free textbooks for high 
school students. 


Elementary pupils have been 


receiving free textbooks since 
1937. 


Ford asked that the appropri- 


ation for elementary textbooks 
be increased from $1.1 million 
a year to $1.5 million.

NEW YORK (AP) - All that 


talk about the good old days, 
forget it. If you ate like the Pil- 
grims, Thursday's Thanksgiving 
dinner would cost you about 
three times as much. 


And you would have to skip 


the cranberries and pumpkin 
pie. 


Once wild turkeys were plen- 


tiful near Plimoth Plantation in 
Massachusetts, 
and bear and 


venison were mainstays for din- 
ner. 


But now wild turkey is $2.35 a 


pound, native black bear roast 
$3.50, and venison back roast 
$2.55. 


If you wanted to throw a little 


17th-century Thanksgiving din- 
ner for 142 - 52 colonists and 90 
Indians - it would cost you 
$678.76, or $4.78aperson. That's 
with wild turkey, venison, bear, 
mussels, eels and succotash. 


If you'd settle for the tradi- 


tional 20th-century version, you 
could scrape by for $214.77 - 
$1.51 a person. That's for just 
plain turkey, dressing, cranber- 
ry sauce, pumpkin pie and all 
that. 


You might want to do without 


wild rice, though. There was too 
much 
water 
in 
Minnesota's 


lakes this year, and the wild 
rice grown there is selling for 
$9.33 a pound, nearly double the 
price of a year ago. 


In New England, they say,
